Mercy Hospital Graying 
begins celebrations for 
centennial

Dozens of community members, the 
Sisters of Mercy and health care officials 
celebrated the 100th anniversary of Mercy 
Hospital Grayling on Monday. 

Initial health care in Grayling was pro- 
vided above the Mac and Gidley’s Drug 
Store during the lumbering era. Lumber 
baron Rasums Hanson convened a cominil- 
tee of lumberman and clergy to build a hos- 
pital as a legacy to the industry in 1910. A 
groundbreaking ceremony for the hospital 
look place on a five-acre site located on 
North McClellan Street in August 1910. 
Hanson and Oscar Palmer, publisher of the 
Crawford County Avalanche, donated the 
properly. 

In April 1911, the 20-bed hospital was 
completed at a cost of $25,000, said 
Stephanie Reimer-Matuzak, the CEO. of 
Mercy Hospital Grayling. 

The intention of the committee was to 
turn the hospital over to the Sisters of 
Mercy, which had been successful in run- 
ning other hospitals across the world, The 
deed for the property was transferred and 
the hospital was dedicated on May 16, 
1911. 

The Sisters of Mercy provided health 
care to sick and wounded while living and 
working in bleak conditions throughout the 
Great Depression and World War I, 
Nursing programs were started as those 
who graduated and worked at the hospital 
earned $4 a week, received free meals and 
uniforms.

An Ordinance to amend Article 2, Article 3, Article 5, Article 7 and 
Article 9 of the South Branch Township Zoning Ordinance, 


The Township of South Branch Ordains: 


Section 1. Amendment of Section 2.01 


Section 2.01 of the South Branch Township Zoning Ordinance is 
hereby amended to add the following definitions to be inserted in 
their alphabetical locations, which new definitions shall read in 
their entirety as follows: 


Enclosed, locked facility means an enclosed, locked facility as 
defined in Section 3 of Initiated Law 1 of 2008, as amended 
(Michigan Medical Marihuana Act), being MCL 333.26423; 


Medical marihuana or Medical use of marihuana: Marihuana 
as defined in Section 7106 Of Act No. 368 of the Pubtic Acts of 
1978, as amended (Michigan Pubtic Health Code), being MCL 
333.7106, that meets the definition of “medical use” in Section 3 
of Initiated Law 1 of 2008, as amended (Michigan Medical 
Marihuana Act), being MCL 333,26423.

2. Overnight camping, with a single recreational vehicle, on pri- 
vate property without a dwelling unit shall be an allowable use in 
all districts provided the recreational vehicle shall occupy such a 
parcel for not longer than fifteen (15) consecutive nights and not 
more, than a total of ninety (90) nights in a calendar year, subject 
to the following conditions: 


A. Yard setback requirements for the district where the unit is 
located shall be met. 


B. Arenewable temporary camping permit must be obtained from 
the Zoning Administrator, and displayed on a post with a reflec- 
tive property address at the road at the property access drive. 


3. Temporary group camping for up to four (4) tent or recreation- 
at vehicles for up to four (4) consecutive nights shall be an 
allowed use in all districts provided the parcel is a minimum of 
one (t) acre in size, subject to the following conditions: 


A. Group camping shall be allowed twice a calendar year with- 
out a permit, provided all recreational vehicles are located to 
meet the yard setback requirements of the applicable zoning dis- 
trict. 


B. For group camping in excess of twice in a calendar year on a 
parcel, a renewable temporary camping permil must be obtained 
from the Zoning Administrator, and displayed on a post with a 
reflective property address at the road at the property access 
drive.

A. All camping activities shall be kept a minimum of seventy-five 
(75) feet from the ordinary high water mark of the main stream of 
the AuSable River and fifty (50) feet from all other designated trib- 
utaries.

C. No marihuana plants shall be visible from outside of the 
dwelling, and any artificial lighting shall be shielded to prevent 
glaré outside the dwelling. 

D. The qualifying patient shall comply at all times with the MMMA 
and the General Rules of the Michigan Department of Community 
Health, as amended, 


3, Regulations for Primary Caregivers. A primary caregiver shall 
be permitted the medical use of marihuana as a primary caregiv- 
er within his or her dwelling as a home occupation, provided all 


' the following regulations are met: 


A. The primary caregiver must be issued and maintain a current- 
ly valid Michigan medical marihuana registry identification card, 
as issued by the Michigan Department of Community Heaith 
under the provisions of the MMMA, or must be issued and main- 
tain a currently valid registry identification card, or its equivalent, 
that is issued under laws of another state, district, territory, com- 
monwealth or insular possession of the United States that allows 
the individual to whom it is issued the authority to assist a quali- 
fying patient in the medical use of marihuana. 

B. The principal use of the parce! shall be residential and shall be 
in actual use as such. 

C. No more than one (1) primary caregiver shall be permitted to 
function as a home occupation servicing qualifying patients with- 
in a dwelling. 

D. The medical use of marihuana shall comply at all times with 
the MMMA and General Rules of the Michigan Department of 
Community Health, as they may be amended from time to time 
E. All medical marihuana plants and product shail be kept in an 
enclosed, locked facility within the dwelling that permits access 
only by the primary caregiver. 

F. Consumption of marihuana shall not be allowed within a 
dwelling at which a primary caregiver of medical marihuana is 
functioning as a home occupation. 

G. No more than two (2) qualifying patients may be present at 
any one time within a dwelling at which a primary caregiver of 
medicat marihuana is functioning as a home occupation. 

H. No qualifying patients under the age of 18 (eighteen) shall be 
permitted at any time within a dwelling at which a primary care- 
giver of medical marinuana functioning as a home occupation, 
except in the presence of his/her parent or guardian. 

|. A dwelling at which a primary caregiver of medical marihuana 
is functioning as a home occupation shall dispfay indoors and in 
a manner legible and visible to his/her qualifying patients: 

1) Anotice that qualifying patients under the age of eighteen (18) 
are not allowed in the dwelling at which a primary caregiver of 
medical marihuana is functioning as a home occupation, except 
in the presence of his/her parent or guardian, and 

2) Anotice that no consumption of medical marihuana shall occur 
at a dwelling at which a primary caregiver of medical marihuana 
is functioning as a home occupation. 

J. A dwelling at which a primary caregiver of medical marihuana 
is functioning as a home occupation shall not be located within 
1,000 feet of any other home occupation functioning as a primary 
caregiver of medical marihuana and shall not be located within 
1,000 feet of any of the following uses: 

1) Any church or place of worship and its accessory structures 
2) Any public or private school, having a curriculum Including 
kindergarten through grade twelve and its accessory structures. 
3) Any preschool, child care or day care facility and its accesso- 
ry structures,

4) Any pubiic facility, such as Worarles, museums, parks, play: 
grounds, public beaches, community centers, and other public 
places where children congregate. 


K. A dwelling at which a primary caregiver of medical marihuana 


is functioning as a home occupation shall have no sign related to 
the use as a primary caregiver visible from outside the dwelling. 


L. If the primary caregiver Is not the owner of record of the | 


dwelling at which a primary caregiver of medical marihuana is. 
applying to function as a home occupation, written consent must: 
be obtained from the property owner to ensure his or her knowl: 
edge and consent. Such written consent must be submitted with. 
the application for a zoning permit. 

M. The primary caregiver must obtain a zoning permit under 

Section 10.02 of this ordinance prior to establishing a home occur 

pation as a primary caregiver of medical marihuana to ensure 

compliance with the regulations of this section. 


4, Relationship to Federal Law. Nothing within this section Is 
intended to grant nor shail it be construed as granting immunity 
from federal law. : 


Section 9. Amendment of Articte 5 


The introductory paragraph in Sections 5.01.2, 5.02.2, 5.03.2, 
5.04.2, 5.05.2, and 5.06.2 of the South Branch Township Zoning 
Ordinance are each hereby amended to read in their entirety as 
follows for each with the balance of each section to remain as 
currently written:

Section 15. Severability. 


If any section, clause, or provision of this Ordinance be declared 
unconstitutional or otherwise invalid by a court of competent juris- 
diction, said declaration shall not affect the remainder of the 
Ordinance.
